LEST OUR FIRE 
AUTHORITIES FORGET. 
The completeness with which the recent Dun- 
ning fire tragedy seems to have disappeared from 
interest in Chicago ought to command attention. 
It affords an interesting sidelight on human na- 
ture. Repeatedly warned of such dangers, we 
ignore the warnings until the tragedy develops. 
Then we investigate, perhaps take some preeat- 
tionary steps, and forget it. If we can progress so 


‘far toward forgetting Dunning in two weeks, how 


much must we have forgotten in twenty years of 
precautions prompted by the terrible Iroquois the- 
ater fire, when 596 persons lost their lives? 

That tragedy was productive of investigation 
and court action running over two years, and 
prompted important changes in building laws and 
other precautions against fires. Yet our recog- 
nized buman tendency to forget has not changed. 
Other incidents beside the Dunning tragedy reveal 
that fact. The Dunning fire ought not only to 
force the improvement of precautions and safe- 
guards in such public institutions, but ought to 
move local authorities to a checking up on all 
places where crowds assemble, where fire is pos- 
sible, and where tragedy may be expected as a 
It is the duty of the fire department, the fire 
prevention bureau, the building department, and 
perhaps of some special officials to take these pre- 
cautions for public safety. In theaters, for in- 
stance, the ordinances require that scenery be fire 
proofed and regularly tested, that a trained fire 
man be in attendance, that the steel or asbestos 
curtain be lowered at least once in the course of 
each performance. Are these ordinances being 


Are those laws which are designed for the pro- 
tection of the public being watched and enforced? 
Are stairway wells adequately protected to prevent 
them from becoming mere flues for fire instead of 
means of escape in the event of such danger? Are 
standpipes and hose being adequately inspected?

A pamphlet entitled, An affirmation 
designed to safeguard the unity and 
liberty of the Presbyterian church of 
the United States of America, sub- 
mitted for the consideration of its min- 
isters and people,” was given to the 
press by the Rev. M. S. Howland, pas- 
tor of the Lafayette Avenue Presbyte- 
rian church of this city and chairman 
of a committee of ministers who pre- 
pared the statement. It will be mailed 
tomorrow to 10,000 Presbyterian min- 
isters. 

Among the widely known signers 
are Dr. Henry Van Dyke, W. P. Mer- 
rill, Henry S. Coffin, John Grier Hip- 
ben, and Ira Landrith.

The affrmation declares, “ There is 
no assertion in the scriptures that 
their writers were kept from error,”
